The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 35 USC 
102 rejection is overcome because distillation (using a different type of distillation) of 
citalopram prepared in a different way is taught by Bogeso et al. See applicants' 
arguments. The 35 USC 103 rejection is overcome since there is no teaching that there 
are higher boiling impurities present in citalopram prepared by the instant cyano 
exchange reaction and thus no motivation to use film distillation. See p. 6-8 of 
applicants' response.
